Vote Initiative 
Cost on 
Increase 

SACRAMENTO — (CNS)— 

The cost of getting initia¬ 
tives of the people qualified 
for the election ballot prob¬ 
ably will go up between $50,- 
000 and $100,000 as a result 
of the general election vote 
last Nov. 4. 

In order to qualify for the 
ballot in 1959 through 1962, 
proposed initiatives will need 
420,462 signatures of regis¬ 
tered voters, compared to the 
requirement of the past four 
years' of 322,429. Initiatives 
to the Legislature or refer¬ 
endum measures will need 
262,789 signatures, compared 
to 201,518 required for the 
past four years. 

The people’s initiative re¬ 
quirement is based on 8 per 
cent of the total vote cast 
for governor, and the others 
on 5 per cent of the total 
gubernatorial vote. This was 
5,255,777 in the November 
election, Secretary of State 
Frank M. Jordan reported. 

With the cost of gathering 
signatures estimated at be¬ 
tween 50 cents and $1 per 
signature—depending on the 
speed with which they are 
needed—the costs of initia¬ 
tive campaigns thus will be 
increased.
